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LBJ Asks At Inauguration: 
Justice... Liberty... Union 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Lyn­ 
don 
Baines 
Johnson 
was 
in­ 
augurated as president in his 
own right today and launched 
his term with a plea for Ameri­ 
cans to unite to achieve “ prog­ 
ress without strife and change 
without hatred.” 


In an inaugural address de­ 
livered from a windswept out­ 
door platform on 
the Capitol 
steps, 
the 
56-year-old 
Texan 
said that poverty and injustice 
can be eliminated within this 
generation. 


But this great goal can be 
reached, he said, only if Ameri­ 
cans 
renew 
their 
forefathers’ 
covenant to build a nation of 
“ liberty, justice and union.” 


Appealing for peaceful prog­ 
ress toward a society free of 
racial and other discrimination. 
Johnson said: 


"When any citizen denies his 
fellow, saving: His color is not 
mine or his beliefs are differ­ 
ent. 
in 
that 
moment, 
he 
be­ 
trays America. . 


“Let us reject any among us 
who seek to reopen old wounds 
and rekindle old hatreds. . .for 
the time has come to achieve 
progress 
without 
strife 
and 
change 
without 
hatred, 
not 
without 
difference 
of opinion, 
but without the deep and abid­ 
ing 
divisions 
which 
scar the 
union for generations.” 


Johnson delivered his 
1,250- 
word inaugural address im m e­ 
diately 
after 
taking 
the pre­ 
scribed oath at 12:04 p.m. EST 


to “preserve, protect and de­ 
fend 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United States.” 


Vice 
President 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey was sworn in at the 
same ceremony but, in accord­ 
ance 
with 
custom, 
made 
no 
speech. 


The 
swearing-in 
was 
wit­ 
nessed by 10.000 overcoat-muf­ 
fled guests who rated hard-to- 
get 
tickets 
to

great plaza. An estimated 200 
million more saw it on televi­ 
sion. The event was carried by 
Tclstar relay satellite to 18 E u­ 
ropean countries.

Doctor Visit 


I nexpected 


LONDON (U PI)—Sir Winston! 
Churchill’s doctor, Lord Moran, j 
paid an unexpected visit today 
to the home where the form er| 
prime minister lay near death. 


The visit indicated a possible 
change in the condition of the 
90-year-old w arrior statesman. 


A medical bulletin issued af­ 
ter M oran’s visit to Churchill’s 
bedside this morning had said 
the next announcement would 
not come until this evening. 


Moran had not been expected 
to visit Sir Winston again until 
shortly before that later bulle­ 
tin. But he turned up unexpect­ 
edly at 4:55 p.m. (11:55 a. rn. 
EST). 


Inside the house in fashion­ 
able Hyde Park Gate, for the 
sixth 
day 
Churchill 
fought 
death 
with 
the sam e bulldog 
will that brought him victory in 
many battle in his long and 
brilliant life. 


Shortly before noon (7 a m. 
EST) Lord Moran, Churchill’s 
physician, issued this bulletin: 


“There is little to record. The 
restlessness has gone and Sir 
Winston 
has 
slept 
peacefully 
through the night and morning. 
There will be another bulletin 
this evening.” 


Nobody 
gives 
Churchill 
a 
chance to 
recover. 
A rrange­ 
ments already are being made 
for his funeral in accordance 
with plans he drew up years 
ago. 
Britons know the dread 
blow will fall sometime and are 
braced against it. 


The law of averages dictates 
that a 90-year-old man who suf­ 
fers a stroke has an extremely 
short life expectancy. Yet the 
bulletin issued Wednesday night 
by Lord Moran, Churchill’s phy­ 
sician, indicated 
neither 
loss 
nor gain of vitality: 


“ No Change” 


“ Sir Winston has slept through 
the day and there is no appre­ 
ciable change in his condition. 
There will be another bulletin 
tomorrow 
(Wednesday) 
m orn­ 
ing.” 


One of the doctors who has 
become interested in the medi­ 
cal aspects of Churchill’s strong 
fight to live is Dr. Harley Wil­ 
liams, director of the Chest and 
Heart Association. 


“ It seems to m e,” he said, 
“ that the magnificent vitality of 
this m an is expressed in his 
heart and his whole circulation 
and it is possible for him to 
carry on where most other peo­ 
ple would have succumbed.

The solemn oath-taking cere­ 
mony was witnessed by some 
10,000 VIP guests in the Capi­ 
tol’s great plaza, and by an es­ 
tim ated 200 million others on 
both sides of the Atlantic over 
television.

in 
U.S. 
history.

In his address, Johnson said 
Americans must not fail now 
to earn again the heritage that 
past 
generations

“ with toil and te a rs.” Ameri­ 
cans, he said, “ are a nation of 
b eliev ers/’ 


“ Underneath 
the clam or of 
building and the rush of our 
d ay ’s pursuit, we are believers 
in liberty and justice and in our 
union,” he said. “ We believe 
every man must someday be 
free. And we believe in our­ 
selves.” 


The President said A m erica’s 
enemies m istakenly have aw ait­ 
ed this country’s defeat in past 
depression and w ar but “ each 
time from the secret places of 
the American heart cam e forth 
the faith” that brought victory. 


The President said: 


“ For this is what America is 
all about. It is the uncrossed 
desert and the unclimbed ridge. 
It is the star not reached and 
the harvest sleeping in the un­ 
plowed ground. 


“ Is our world gone? We say 
farewell. Is a new world com ­ 
ing? We welcome it—and will

New Sea-Level 
Canal Provides 
Talk In Panama

PANAMA CITY, PANAMA—Delayed — There’s 
a sly little saying down here that Panama has had 
50 y ears of good engineering and 50 years of bad 
politics. 
Chances at the m om ent seem to favor even bet­ 
ter engineering and an im provement in the political 


climate. 
The big talk is about the proposed new sea-level 
canal. The large hope among seasoned observers is 
that President M arco A. Robles, just getting well 
into the first year of his term , m ay be strong enough 
to im plem ent a program of reforms, bring about 
some reasonable political stability and lead the Re­ 
public of P an am a along a path of respectability it 
hasn’t known for a hundred years or more. 


Robles is optimistic over the probability of early 
renegotiation of the Canal Zone treaty. 
“ I am sure the Am erican governm ent will fairly 
consider both its own interests as well as the inter­ 
ests of P a n a m a ,” he said during a conference today. 
As for a new sea-level canal, the President saw 
no need for apprehension. 
‘‘Of course,” he said, “ We hope it will be built 
in P an am a. W hether it is or isn’t, however, there 
will be grave problem s to be faced by us because 
the im pact on our economy will be very heavy.” 
He w as referring to the fact that nearly a fourth 
of the country’s labor force would be out of jobs. 
Some 14,000 employes are needed for the present 
canal operation. A new sea-level route would require 
only 400. 
But then, the Republic is on a seven-year eco­ 
nomic development program kick. It likes to t h in k - 
out loud, that is — that the day will come when it 
won’t be so heavily dependent on the canal riches. 


Foreign Minister Fernando Eleta put govern­ 
m ent thinking in better perspective. 
‘‘The day will com e,” said he, “ When the Canal 
Zone as it is today, will disappear. Then this 550 
square m iles of land will become a great industrial 
com plex.” 
Eleta, like m any other P an am anian officials I 
have talked to, did much dream ing about the future 
of the Republic, inferred at tim es that the canal and 
Canal Zone were m ore of a liability than an asset, 
blam ed Uncle Sam (with much justification) 
for 
m any of P a n a m a ’s problems. 
But Eleta, like other top echelon governm ent 
people, knows that a canal anywhere but in P anam a 
would be catastrophic to P an am a. So while explor­ 
ing the idea of a sea-level canal elsewhere — in 
Colombia, for exam ple — and emphasizing 
that 
some day the Zone itself will disappear, the foreign 
m inister is very sure — as is President Robles — 
that revision of the present treaty will work out 
dandy for everyone concerned. 


It probably will for the tim e being. While there 
is much talk of a new canal, y ears will be required 
for any actual planning. And, of course, years for 
the building. 
M eantime the Republic of P an am a will continue 
pressuring for a bigger bite of the w aterw ay’s gate 
receipts, for nearly complete sovereignty over the 
Zone itself and a little more understanding by the 
United States of its problems. 
And it could happen that the Republic m ay get 
much of what it’s asking for. R em em ber this little 
nation of a m ere million people has succeeded in 
only the past year in kicking Uncle Sam sufficiently 
hard in the pants to m ake him realize a whole new 
appraisal of the P an am a question is immediately 
necessary. 
Boro Residents May 
Get Increase In Tax 


For the first time since 1957 
Bristol Borough residents face 
the possibility of an increase 
in borough taxes. 
It could be an increase of as 
much as four mills, or it could 
be an increase of only two mills. 
The borough’s taxes have re­ 
mained at 15 mills for the past 
eight years. Whatever the mill­ 
age increase, taxes can be de­ 
term ined by adding $1 to the 
tax bill for each $1,000 of as­ 
sessed valuation per mill. 
An Exam ple 
As an example— 
If a home is assessed at $3,- 
000, under the present millage 
rate the tax would be $45. 
A 
four-mill 
increase 
would 
amount to $4 oer $1,000 of as­ 
sessed valuation, or $12 on a 
property assessed at $3,000. 
On the other hand if the in­ 
crease were to be two mills the 
sam e home would be taxed for 
only an additional $6 per year 
over the present amount. 
In the proposed budget pre­ 
pared by Frank Patrizio Jr., 
borough 
m anager, 
which 
will 
be submitted 
to the 
borough 
council next month, the increase 
is said to be made necessary 
because “ the borough is in the 
unusual situation of expending 
less money than in 1964 and 
faced with a deficit of $44,195.” 
To m eet the deficit an increase 


of four mills would be neces­ 
sary. 
Lower Estim ates 
The 1965 estimated expendi­ 
tures for general fund purposes 
are $498,195. 
T h i s , 
Patrizio 
points out in his proposal, is 
$9,600 less than 1964 estimated 
expenditures. However, the es­ 
timated revenues for 1965 are 
$454,000, which is $56,000 less 
than the 1964 estimates. 
The deficit of $44,195 is being 
pared down by Patrizio’s office 
and by the end of the month 
he hopes to have it down to 
$32,000, he said. 
“ It is possible that we may 
even be able to get it down to 
$24,000,” the borough m anager 
said, “and if we can do that the 
increase in borough taxes will 
only be two mills.” 


One mill, according to the 
present, tax structure 
Patrizio 
said, would raise $11,500. 
The borough’s problem is a 
baile imbalance in the general 
revenue accounts. 
For the past two years tho 
budget has been balanced ny 
monies from the Kaiser trams- 
for tax, loans on the waterfront, 
and cash balance carry-overs 
“This money has now been 
expended without being replaced 
by more stable and consistent 
sources of income,” Patrizion 
noted.
